The sinkinir of the monster dirigible 
Macon in the waters 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean, according to Representativ e Vin­ 
son, chairman of the house nav al affairs 
committee, may mean the ‘‘death knell” 
to ex perimentation by the nav y in lighter- 
than-air craft. 
What bearing the loss of the queen of 
the sky way s will hav e on this probability 
remains to be brought out through inv es­ 
tigations of the accident. 
Eighteen major disasters hav e resulted 
in the past twenty -three y ears to dirigi­ 
bles with heav y loss of life in most of 
them. 
Two of the most recent ones in­ 
v olv ed the United States dirigibles, the 
Akron and Shenandoah. 
In the Akron 
crash in an electrical storm 7 3 lost their 
liv es and 
when 
the 
Shenandoah 
w^as 
W'recked 14 perished. 
The heav iest loss of life in any of the 
numerous disasters w^as wiien the French 
dirigible Dix mude, 
probably 
struck 
by 
lightning ov er the Mediterranean, went 
dow’n in a blaze causing the loss of 5 2 
J iv es. 
All kinds of methods hav e been con­ 
ceiv ed and dev ised to make dirigible op­ 
eration safer, but it seems the big ships 
of the air thus far hav e failed to measure 
up to operation wnth the element of dan­ 
ger largely remov ed.

AMERICAN FLIGHT 


An American w'ho has trav eled much 
in Europe and the Orient made his first 
trip recently in an American airplane on 
one of the regular schedules. 
He enjoy ­ 
ed the journey , particularly as he found 
it much more comfortable than any air 
trip he had had in any other part of the 
w^orld. 
The American plane 
was larger and 
more comfortable than most of those used 
abroad. 
The noise was less deafening. 
The chairs w^ere larger. 
The lights and 
v entilators could be easily adjusted to 
suit the wishes of the indiv idual.

passengers 
free 
new’spapers, 
meals,

ling to tlie man who was seeing his coun­ 
try from the air for the first time.

try w’hich started it.

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ITALY MOVES ON ETHIOPIA 


Italy agreed at Genev a a few weeks 
ago to .settle her boundary dispute with 
Ethiopia 
i>y 
negotiation. 
This 
was a 
modification of tlie 
earlier 
Italian de­ 
mands, following sev eral bloody clashes 
in the di.sputed region, for reparalioms by 
Ethiopia. 
Now', how'ev er. after reports 
of anotlier ijattle, Italy lakes more dras­ 
tic action. 
A force of 2 5 0,000 men lias 
lieen mobilized, three cla.^ses of marines 
hav e been called out and the air fleet 
lias lieen ordered to Africa. 
This demon.stralion can liav e only one 
of two objectiv es war, or a colossal dem­ 
onstration to ov erawe the African nation. 
In eitlier ev ent, it seems likely that Mus­ 
solini is about to launch his long-ex pect­ 
ed effort to gain additional territory in 
Africa, declares the Post-Dispatch of St. 
Louis. 
By diplomatic mean.s, 
he 
has 
pav ed the way for this action. 
In the 
agreement with France last montli, Italv 
agreed to modify her policy in Europe 
and in return receiv ed from France terri­ 
torial concessions in Africa and promise 
of a free hand in dealing with Ethiopia. 
Valuable mineral 
and 
agricultural re­ 
sources, room for territorial ex pansion, 
national glory and commercial opportuni­ 
ties are the 
glittering 
attractions that 
draw II Duce’s ey es to Africa. 
Italy w'as late in entering the imperial­ 
istic race for African and Asiatic terri­ 
tory . 
Her 
holdings 
are 
insignificant 
alongside those of England and France, 
w'hose promises to cede additional terri­ 
tory to Italy in return for aid in the world 
w’ar w'ere not kept. 
Ethiopia, the sole 
unex ploited area in Africa, seems the in­ 
tended v ictim. 
A further inducement to 
Italian 
conquest is the 
opportunity to 
av enge the disaster of 18 8 9 , when Afri­ 
can warriors checked an effort to set up 
a protectorate ov er their country by an­ 
nihilating an Italian force of 12,000 men, 
in the battle of Adow'a. 
If hostilities or armed demonstration 
dev elop, a new^ problem will be saddled 
upon the League of Nations. 
Will the 
League be able to prev ent the dismember­ 
ment of an independent mmber nation? 
Or will the old imperialist diplomacy , by 
w'hich the fate of remote peoples w*as de­ 
cided by European intrigues, again be al- 
low'ed to triumph?

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Full re­ 
storation of governmeut salaries ef­ 
fective April 1 was approved today 
by President Roosevelt, but he gave 
notice that congress must provide 
revenue to meet this and any other 
increases in the regular budget.
